Brigade Will

During the last five years the 
majority of us have had to carry 
on with bicycles, public transport 
and horse-drawn vehicles, but the 
absence of private motor cars has 
bean a cies Riga + oe nay “Ae 
inconvenience. , Modern life is im- 
possible without a. wide use of the 
motor car, and modern economic 
conditions make it necessary that 
the motor car should be available 
at a low cost. It would un- 
reasonable to expect that car prices 
for many years to come sh be 
as low as they were in 1939; there is 
no reason we é taxation should be 
higher, or as high. 


From the Government's point of 


view, the motor vehicle is a source 
of revenue, by reason of the 
road tax, the duty on petrol and 
driving licence fees; and, again from 
the Government’s point of view, the 
motor vehicle is a source of employ- 
ment. As part of the plan to get 
the country back to normal, the 
private motorist should be given 
every encouragement to use his car 
as soon as petrol can be supplied 
to him; and, as everyone in Britain 
seems to realise, although they are 
not unanimous about ways and 
means, the pre-war system of taxa- 
tion needs adjustment. 

There has been no demand that 
the motorist should pay less in 
taxation, or much less; what is 
wanted is a more painless method 
of drawing the money from. him. 
The plan most in favour is that only 
a nominal tax should be required, 
a sort of registration fee, the rest 
of the motorist’s contribution to the 
road fund being collected by a tax 
on petrol, so that he would “ pay 
as he rode,” instead of handing out 
the tax in a lump sum. 

If the Government here is going 
to make any change in the system 
of taxation, it would be the in- 
telligent thing to have that system 
ready before the rush of cars back 
to the road commences.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—ihe fumbling . arguments 
and word-wriggling of the Minister 
for Local Government and Public 
Health; in his desperate efforts to 
extricate himself and his Parlia- 
mentary Secretary from a most un- 
enviable situation, are ceasing to be 
provoking, and are now bordering 
on the farcical. However, he can, 
without delay, put himself right 
with the public if he will stop 
quibbling about his preposterous 
39-page document and answer a 
straight “Yes” to the following 
query, and produce the Inspector's 
Report to substantiate his answer:— 
Is the Minister’s action in accord 
with the findings of the Inspector 
who conducted the Inquiry, and 
who was, therefore, in a position | 
to assess the value of the evidence 
tendered? 

If he cannot answer that question 
in the affirmative the public will be 
justified in concluding that a grave 
blunder and an injustice of the first 
order has been perpetrated, and, if 
belief in the integrity of the Minis- 
ter’s Department is to be restored, 
his decision in regard to the Board 
must be promiptly reversed. This 
question should be pressed on the 
Minister by every possible means 
until the matter is cleared up. 

One other question; why has 
there been. no expression of opinion, 
no protest, from the seven members 
who represented the City Council on 
the Hospital Board? Í am aware 
that when the dissolution of a 
public Board is announced the 
general disposition of the public is 
usually manifested by a shrug of 
the shoulders and the comment: 
“ Just another instance of the in- 
capacity of our elected representa- 
tives.” That attitude may be justi- 
fied in some instances. It most 
emphatically is not in this case, 
where the decision of the Minister 
bears all the marks of an indefen- 
sible travesty of fair play and a 
mockery of honest administration, 
and no one should know this better 
than the City Council’s representa- 
tives on the Board. Their names

It did not seem to 
matter to them whether human lives 
were in danger or not, but the prime 
necessity-for them seemed to be that 
the cost of sending out the-.life- 
boat must be securely guaranteed 
before any action was taken. When 
that was done to their satisfaction, 
Il have nothing but admiration for 
the speed and efficiency with which 
the lifeboat was got out and 
despatched to the scene. The yacht 
was at once made fast. towed into 
Howth, and her crew were later re- 
united to their family. 

As I say, I have nothing but praise 
and admiration for that feat, but 
what is quite incomprehensible to 
me is why there should have been 
so much initial delay haggling over 
the cost of the business and who 
would guarantee to pay when, for 
all the authorities at the Howth life- 
boat station knew-.to the contrary, 
valuable human lives might have 
been lost. 

_ Such an incident should not occur 
in the public service of any civilised 
country, and surely one of the 
noblest and most humane of any 
country’s public services is the life- 
boat service. I sincerely hope that 
this was only an isolated incident, 
but it leaves a nasty flavour in the

liberty to question the wisdom 
of Ministerial methods and 
decrees. Hence, as we believe, 
came the decision to bring about 
an election in which Ministers 
might hope to sweep “every 
remaining. vestige of independent 
thought and opinion into the net 
of the party organisation. 

Being convinced that immea- 
surable dangers lie in the success 
of such a long series of efforts to 
suppress the free expression of 
public opinion—to enable the 
party tail to wag the national 
dog—this newspaper has recom- 
mended its readers to support the 


only presidential candidate who is‘ 


free of party assogiations. For 
the same reasons we hope that 
voters to-day will register their 
preferences for local candidates 
whose claims rest on records of 
good service rendered in local 
affairs, or on their proven capacity 
to grapple successfully with other 
problems of administration. Such 
men and women are, we believe, 
to be found among candidates 
who represent commercial and 
labour interests. Among others 
who may. have chosen to stand 
as party candidates there are at 
least a few. whose records of'| 
public service establish their 
claims for a renewal of con- 
fidence.

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WORLD FOOD 
SHORTAGE 


A number of Western Powers 
will be represented at the Food 
Conference, which is to open in 
London to-day, to examine the 
world. food outlook. Denmark, 
Norway, Holland, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg and France have been invited 
to send delegates. America and 
Canada will be represented, and 
invitations have also been sent to 
Russia. Czechoslovakia, Yugo-Slavia 
and Greece 

Col. ke J. Liewellin, Minister of 
Food, speaking in London yester- 
day, appealed to South American 
nations for additional help in meet- 
ing the world food shorta e. The 
Brazilian Ambassador said:—“ We 
are prepared to co-operate in giving 
all the assistance possible to Lae 
people who are hungry in Europe 
and other countries.” 

M. Christian Pineau, the new 
French. Minister of Food, yesterday 
announced in Paris “ruthless war- 
fare” against black marketeers with 
the aid of an army of new officials 
recruited from former political de- 
portees and active resistance men.
